Not everybody who desires to vis- 
Tit the Freedom Train when it comes 
to Palo Alto on March 17, will be 
able to do so. 


A maximum of 12,00 people can 
be accommodated during the 12 
hours it will stop here, about half 
of those who are expected to wish 
to see the historical documents it 
is carrying. 

In other cities, the line waiting 
to enter the train has extended two 
to 10 blocks, all day long. Some 
people wait for hours before the 
train opens in the morning in order 
to be sure of getting on.

Owners Can’t Raise Money 
TojRemodel Library Quarters 


The potential location for the 
Menlo Park Branch of the County 
Library at 773 Santa Cruz avenue 
has been vacated by Lawton’s Cav- 
ern, but owners of the building, who 
last. week agreed to pay most of the 
cost of remodeling, are unable to 
raise the money. 

Proprietors of the beer parlor 
moved out last weekend after being 
served a three-day eviction notice. 
If the building is not used as a li- 
brary, it may again be used as a beer 
parlor—the owners have received 
several applications—but any new 
tavern faces the risk of not being 
| able to obtain a beer license if a 
| protest is made by townspeople to 
the Board of Equalization after le- 
gal notice of intention to engage in 
the sale of alcoholic beverages is 
published in the Recorder. 

The owners of the building, Frank 
and Donald Graham, owe $9,000 out 
of a $10,000 deed of trust which they 
contracted when they purchased the 
building a year ago. The deed of 
trust makes it impossible for them 


to obtain a bank loan for the $3,500 
remodeling job. Only hope is for 
a private individual to offer them a 
second deed of trust. 

Meanwhile, Steve Butler, member 
of the Library Committee appoint- 
ed by the City Council to locate new 
quarters for the library, is contin- 
uing negotiations for another po- 
tential location in a duplex at 723- 
725 Menlo avenue. 

The Menlo Park library at pres- 
ent is located on the crowded mez- 
zanine floor of the City Hall, at the 
top of a steep flight of steps. It 
needs more room and a more as- 
sessible location. 

The Santa Cruz avenue building 
has twice as much floor space; the 
one on Menlo avenue, three times as 
much, or approximately 1,700 square 
feet. 

The City Council has informally 
agreed to contribute toward the 
cost of a remodeling job, but prob- 
ably could not pay more than about 
$500. The library is operated by the 
county.

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Local Train Commuters Must Pay 
$2.30 More per Month After April 1 


Atherton and Menlo Park resi- 


dents who commute six days a week? 


by train to San Francisco will have 
to pay approximately $2.30 more per 
month after April 1, when new 
Southern Pacific rates go into ef- 
fect. 


Buyers of weekly commuter tick- 
ets will have to pay 50c more per 
week, starting March 15. 


However, a new five-day com- 
muter rate has been authorized by 
California Public Utilities Commis- 
sion, at $13.30 per month for Ather- 
ton residents and $13.75 for Menlo 
Park. Formerly, persons riding the 
train only five days a week had to 
buy six-day commuter tickets. 

The increased train rates were 
granted by the Utilities Commission 
last week.
